THE BOTTOMLESS JUG. 

A Temperance Story.

I saw hanging up in the kitchen 
of a thrifty, healthy, sturdy farm¬ 
er in Oxford, county, Maine, a 
bottomless jug!

Martha’s Vineyard. 

Since writing the letter in which 
I spoke of the ancestors of Benja¬ 
min Franklin as having been resi¬ 
dents of Martha’s Vineyard, I have 
been shown an old wood-carving of j 
Franklin. It was found by the 
presentovvnor fifty,years ago in the 
dust and rubbish of an old attic, so j 
there is no means of knowing how 
old it is. At a distance it has the 
appearance of stucco work but a 
closer examination shows that it | 
is solid wood. j 

In an old book I find the follow¬ 
ing record: . ■. j 

“John Folger came from Old 
England in the year 1636 out of the 
city of Norwich in the County of 
Norfolk, a widower with his son 
Peter, IS years old, and settled at 
Martha’s Vineyard. 

Hugh Peters came over from; 
England and* settled at Martha’s ! 
Vineyard; he brought with him j 
JVJ ary Morrill, a waiting maid, who 
the aforesaid Peter married at the 
Vineyard in 1644, and afterwards 
moved to Nantucket with their son 
John three years old. They had 
one other son named Eleazer, and 
seven daughters. The youngest/ 
Abiah, married Josiah Franklin 
and became the mother of the illus¬ 
trious Benjamin Franklin.” 

There are many curious Indian 
legends connected with the island. 
One of their tutelar divinities was 
Maushope, a monster giant who 
could wade the Sounds. This tra¬ 
dition relative to Maushope was | 
related to Benjamin Bassett, Esq.j 
of Chilmark, by Thomas Cooper, a 
half-blood Indian of Gay Head, ; 
aged then about sixty years, and | 
which he says he obtained from j 
his grandmother who, to use his 
own expression, was “a stout girl” 
when the English came to the is¬ 
land. Maushope lived in what is 
now known as the Devil’s Den on 
Gay Head, where he broiled whales 
on fires made of the largest trees 
which lie pulled up by the roots, 
and distributed the cooked flesh 
among the natives. The bones of 
the whales and the coals of the 
fires are still pointed out in the 
wonderful phenomena of Gay 
Head. The first Indian who came 
to Martha’s Vineyard, was, with 
his dog, borne on a cake of ice, and 
he found Maushope in his den with 
his wife and five children. After¬ 
wards, in a passion, Maushope sep¬ 
arated No -Man’s Band from Gay 
Head, changed his children into 
fishes and threw his wife over on 
Seaconnet Point near Newport 
where she still remains a misshap¬ 
en rock, and left his den forever: 

Another legend is that as.a mon¬ 
ster "bird was wont to visit Cape 
Cod and carry away papooses in 
his talons, Maushope waded the 
Sound and discovered Nantucket, 
and the bones of the children in a 
heap under a large tree. Wishing 
to smoke, but finding no tobacco 
on the island, he filled his pipe 
with poke weed, from which origi¬ 
nated the Nantucket fogs, of which 
the natives afterwards said “there 
comes old Maushope’s smoke.” - 

Stifl another legend is that Nan¬ 
tucket was made entire by Mau¬ 
shope when on a certain occasion, 
having filled his pipe with all the 
tobacco on Martha’s Vineyard, he 
emptied the ashes after his big 
smoke, on the great shoal. At any 
rate the name of Maushope bids 
fair (o always have a place in the 
history .of these islands. 

In 1690, lehabod Paddock came 
here from Gape Cod to instruct the 
English how to kill whales in boats 
from the shore which was the prin¬ 
cipal way of procuring oil for 
many years, and was carried "on 
with great success until about 1760, j 
when it began to decrease by rea-1 
son of the scarcity of the whales. ! 
The year 1726 was about the 
period when the whales were the 
most numerous. In that year 
eighty-six were taken. It may be 
remembered that notwithstanding 
it was a new business and the in¬ 
habitants had it all to learn by ex¬ 
perience, that in the course of sev¬ 
enty years previous to 1760 not one 
white person was killed or drowned 
in pursuing the whaling business 
from the shore. 

Although whales have disap¬ 
peared from the waters around the 
Vineyard, many kinds of smaller 
fish are very abundant. It is said 
that there are no better grounds for 
: biuefish anywhere on the Atlantic 
coast than within ten miles of the 
island. The best places being in 
Muskegat Channel/Shark Ground” 
or “Torn Shoal,” and from Wasqne 
Point to Skiff’s Island. Only two 
miles out at “Squash Meadow 
Shoal” are found quantities of scup 
and rock-bass. All along the north 
side of the' island is good fishing 
ground for tautog, herring and 
other varieties. Barge quantities 
of cod are also taken within a Short 
distance from the island. One day 
last week one boat brought in 196 
large cod. Shellfish, such as clams, 
scallops and quahaugs, are found 
in great abundance, in the shallow 
- water of the harbor. In summer 
many people are engaged in lobster 
fishing.; On the northwest side of 
the island; is a little hamlet of fish¬ 
erman’s cottages called Lobster- 
ville. Prom the middle of May to 
the middle of Septem hoi" the men 
are engaged in lobstering and for 
the rest- of the year they move 
their families to more settled parts 
of the island.

She would be a 
seeker, no doubt, were she here to¬ 
day, but her aim would be to 
know whether Mrs. Blank’s 
new dress-skirt has a silk or a per* 
caline lining; whether Mrs. C.’s 
new cape was ready-made or or¬ 
dered from Hollander’s;' whether 
Miss So and So’s engagement was 
broken through his fault or hers; 
and how many pounds of butter 
Mrs. Q. uses per week.' 

This curiosity— for that was all 
Kve had—can-ied into other chan¬ 
nels would have made her ac¬ 
quainted with every dangerous 
novel arid with every doubtful play. 
She must have at least one bite out 
of whatever apple of discord in the 
way of misuse of intrinsically in¬ 
nocent amusements Society may 
be struggling to preserve in whole¬ 
some conditions. Her lack of dig¬ 
nity, self-control, and discrimina¬ 
tion is the despair of the women 
who stand for these qualities and 
their social meanings, in a com¬ 
munity; but, heartrending to ac¬ 
knowledge, if these particular Eves 
are pretty and stylish the average 
man—observe the qualifier— is be¬ 
guiled into calling these mushy- 
brained, humming-bird hearted 
beings, “ sweet women//” In choos¬ 
ing such a mate to be the un-maker 
of his earthly Eden, wsuch men un¬ 
dergo the magnificent discipline of 
finding their own solution of Sam¬ 
son’s riddle, * and learn through 
“afflictions sore” that only, “Out 
of strength comes forth sweetness.” 
——-o—*——" 

Ah no, Eve would not have eared 
about books or writers! The Whole 
world would be upon a different 
level to day had she had the 
trained mind, the developed power 
of thought, the fine sense of pro¬ 
portion, the delicate humor, the 
cultivated and controlled imagina¬ 
tion, arid, above all else, the heart 
made deep and tender by the broad 
sympathies awakened by study 
and extensive reading, for a thou¬ 
sand times more deplorable than: 
Eve’s lack of an elevated mental 
life was the shallowness of her 
i miserable little heart. / 

I Ah, had the heart of the best 
women of our day been hers how 
quickly she would have under¬ 
stood the serpent of wily sugges¬ 
tion !

THANKSGIVING SERMON. 

Preached by Rev. Israel Jordan at 
the Congregational Church, Bethel. 

“Thou shalfc bless the Lord thy God 
fob the good land which he hath given 
thee.—Deut. 8:10. 

The first recorded Thanksgiving 
was the Hebrew Feast of Taberna¬ 
cles. It is also spoken of in the 
Old Testament as the Feast of<the 
Harvest. It began on the fifteenth 
day after the new moon in October 
and continued for eight days. Oar 
own custom of holding an annual 
national Thanksgiving finds this 
ancient precedent in God’s word. 
Yet with ns the custom is a very 
recent one. It has come into use 
within my own life-time. Presi¬ 
dent Lincoln was the first to issue 
an annual proclamation of na¬ 
tional Thanksgiving. The New 
England Thanksgiving, however, 
goes back to the earliest colonial 
times; of this fact the governor 
of our state takes occasion to re¬ 
mind us in his proclamation. 

Many of us have doubtless read of 
Governor Winthrop of Massachu¬ 
setts. He was a m an who tha nked 
God not simply as governor from 
force of custom but as a man from 
force of gratitude. In 1630, he ar¬ 
rived In this country with a com¬ 
pany of immigrants. It was too 
late in the season to obtain a har¬ 
vest; they were therefore depen¬ 
dent upon the mother country for 
supplies. It then required from 
eight to ten weeks to make the 
voyage which is now easily accom¬ 
plished in one week’s time. The 
governor anticipated .the needs of 
the coming winter; and therefore 
sent one of his ships for corn and 
stores. In midsummer the ship 
Lyon left Boston for the English 
port of Bristol. The summer’s 
bloom and the autumn’s glory 
went by and still the settlers waited 
in vain for the ship’s return. A 
cold and hungry December was 
upon them., Families that had 
bread shared It with, their less for- 
; tunate neighbors. Still they wait¬ 
ed until at last the Lyon was five' 
months overdue. The good gov¬ 
ernor suffered with the rest. In 
the darkest days he refused to de¬ 
spair, and declared that the land 
was “a paradise.” “We here enjoy 
God and Jesus Christ,” he would 
say,“and is nob that enough?” 
Through all, his faith and hope 
bore him up. One day in February 
a poor man called on him. He 
came to beg food for his starving 
wife and children. The governor’s 
“last baking” was in the oven. 
Only a handful of meal was in the 
barrel and this he gave to the man. 
At that moment one of them hap¬ 
pened to glance out over the waters 
of the bay. There at last, like a 
white-winged angel of relief, he 
saw the sails of the long-expected 
and <much-prayed-for ship. That 
night; it is needless to say, nobody 
In the whole settlement went to 
bed hungry. In his heartfelt grat- 
itude.Governor Winthrop appoint¬ 
ed the second day of March (New 
Style) 1631 as a day of solemn and 
devout Thanksgiving. We can 
imagine the hearty observance the 
settlers gave it.. 

Sometimes God quickens our 
flagging sense of gratitude by de¬ 
priving us for a time of what we 
have perhaps come to accept un¬ 
thinkingly and as a matter of 
course : yet we should be as illog¬ 
ical as Job’s three friends, to sup¬ 
pose that the want which Win- 
thrOp and his men experienced was 
a j udgment upon their ingratitude; 
or to imagine as a corollary to this 
false assumption that we, because 
we live in this day of bountiful 
harvests, are therefore overflowing 
fountains of gratitude. 

“And thou shalt bless the Lord 
thy God for the good land which 
he hath given thee.” This text 
embodies a great principle: grati¬ 
tude is born of intelligence. Not 
the sleepy intelligence that recog¬ 
nizes truths and tucks them away 
in some dark corner of the brain 
like so much, disused furniture in 
an attic; but the wide-awake in¬ 
telligence that does not undervalue 
truths because they have long been 
familiar objects in one’s mental 
furnishings. 

Gratitude, I repeat, is born of in¬ 
telligence., It is my presen t pur¬ 
pose to set in the foreground of our 
thoughts, two great truths that 
bear heavily upon this principle. 
If any one here to-day is cherish¬ 
ing the Athenian mood that would 
either hear or tell some new thing 
he will be disappointed by the an¬ 
nouncement of these truths.: The 
novelty of the Sunday newspaper 
is not in them. They are drawn 
from an ancient book; the book: 
that cheered Governor Winthrop’s 
heart in that sad winter of which I 
have spoken. The book belongs 
to a kind of literature that is not 
in danger of being consighed to the 
waste basket at sunset. Neither 
are the conscientious readers of 
th|s kind of literature in danger of 
being themselves consigned at the 
going down of their sun to the limbo 
of fools. Henan once said he feared 
the work of the twentieth century 
would be to take out of the waste 
basket what the nineteenth had 
thrown in., But his fear is ground¬ 
less. No century__§ince God gave 
to men the good land of America, 
has ever thrown the Bible into the 
waste basket. No century ever 
Will. It can no more do this with 
the Holy Book the settlers brought 
with them than it can put out the 
sun in Leaven. It was. only Benan 
—Mr. Benan—who threw his copy 
of the Scriptures into the waste 
basket of destructive criticism. If 


any man wishes by destroying the 
Bible of our New England fore- 
fathers to blot the Sun of Right¬ 
eousness from our sky of hope, the 
nearest he can come to it is to fol¬ 
low the example of Benan, the 
wondrous wise. Let him jump 
into the bramble bush of destruct¬ 
ive criticism and remain, blind 
until hehas the good sense to jump 
Into some other and better bush 
and restore his intellectual vision. 
I am not arguing to prove that be¬ 
cause my text is from the Bible it 
Is therefore true. The truth of the 
text is self-evident like all the 
great truths of scripture. It is also 
self-evident that before one can ef¬ 
fectually destroy this body of truth 
the universe must itself be de¬ 
stroyed. Now and then we hear of 
a man whose copy of the Bible gets 
out of the binding. He takes the 
covers and holds them up for the 
express purpose of horrifying the 
public. If people only pitied him 
and laughed a little at his folly, 
that would end his eai*eer; but the 
self-conceited descendants of Atlas, 
who in their own minds carry 
worlds of responsibility, start up 
as defenders of God’s truth, never 
dreaming that God’s truth alone is 
invincible and is able to defend all 
her puny and self-appointed 
defenders. 

The first truth that I place in 
the foreground 'of our thought is 
this: 

WE HAVE A GOOB LAND. 

By some means or other the 
words “good laud” have become a 
slang expression. Perhaps some 
of those who in their haste to be 
rich have sunk their money by in¬ 
vesting in pieces of real estate that 
were not originally intended for 
sale but only to fill out tbe rotund¬ 
ity of the sphere, could tell us how 
this came about. But let us ad¬ 
dress ourselves seriously to the il¬ 
lumination of the statement that 
we have, when our country is taken 
as a whole, a good land. It is said 
that some persons do not fully ap¬ 
preciate their homes until they go 
away from home. What is true 
regarding the home may also be 
true regarding the home land. We 
may idealize what is remote at the 
expense ol our own gratitude to 
God for the good land he has given 
us. Our home land is a good land 
because it is a bountiful mother. 
Out of her breast she gives her 
children a never failing food-sup¬ 
ply. So varied is the climate 
within our national borders that 
some of the statistics of the last 
natioual. census carry in them some¬ 
thing of surprise for many good 
people. We are quite accustomed 
to hear glow.ing accounts of the 
corn fields and wheat fields of the 
West; but few of us perhaps are 
aware that there are now more than 
half a million almond trees actu¬ 
ally bearing in the United States ; 
there are hundreds of thousands 
of bearing cocoanut trees; there 
are more than a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion olive trees producing fruit 
equal to the best Mediterranean 
varieties; there are more than 
half a million bearing banana 
plants, 200,000 bearing lemon trees, 
4,000,000 orange trees and 21,000,000 
bearing pineapples. Tbe value of 
tropical and semi-tropical fruits 
grown annually under the Ameri¬ 
can flag is nearly $20,GOO,000. 
Truly when we look at such statis¬ 
tics,statistics that readlike those of 
the Garden of Eden, we are inclined 
to believe that old Governor Win¬ 
throp was no bad prophet when he 
declared the land to be “a paradise.” 
If we leave this home land of peace 
and plenty and cross over to the 
island of Cuba, what conditions 
shall we find to have existed there 
since our last national Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. 

Let me quote to you a few words 
from Stephen Bonsai. He says, 
“Early in January I visited 
Matanzas for the first time. The 
streets were thronged with beggars 
clamorous for something to eat. 
A certain indefinable smell of pov¬ 
erty and starving thousands per¬ 
vaded the atmosphere. Crowds of 
poor country people, visibly starv¬ 
ing hung about the windows of the 
hotels and restaurants and from 
every quarter came the be¬ 
seeching,-the pitiful prayer, ‘Sir,) 
give me tbe leavings of your plate.’ 
This heart-rending cry rang in my 
ears from morning till night. Go 
where yon might, there was no es¬ 
cape from the spectacle of the hun¬ 
gry droves and tho famishing 
thousands who wandered about the 
streets of the city.” 

This same writer gives particular 
instances of starvation' that come 
| beneath his eye. But his words 
are too awf ul to quote. Why have 
I already quoted so much? Is it 
on the principle that the elect look¬ 
ing down from heaven will find 
their bliss intensified by viewing 
the misery of the damned? God 
forbid. It is not that, it is that we 
quay feel that a kind providence 
has kept us and ours from such un¬ 
told misery. At the same time let 
us never forget that when our na¬ 
tion knoweth to do good and dqeth 
it not, certain inevitable conse¬ 
quences follow. What these are I 
need not say. More fearful even 
than the story of Cuban starvation 
is the record of India’s great fam¬ 
ine. There the lean tiger of want 
and the noiseless serpent of pesti¬ 
lence have claimed hundreds of 
thousands. 

But the heart grows sick to dwell 
upon the conditions that have 
existed in that stricken land. For 
three seasons in succession the 
crops in many regions have proved 
a failure. And through; it all 
though the fields have yielded no I 


meat, and the flocks have been cut 
off from the folds, and there have 
been no herds in the stalls, yet the 
bravefbaissionaries of Christianity 
have rejoiced in Jehovah and joyed 
in the God of their salvation. But 
it is in Africa that the flock has 
been cut off from the fold and the 
herd from the stall, in a most em¬ 
phatic sense. The Italian army in 
Abyssinia, thro? the food supply 
sent to it. from Italy, Introduced a 
cattle-plague into Africa. r As a re¬ 
sult nine tenths of the hoofed 
beasts, both wild and tame, died 
throughout the entire length of the 
continent. The plague began to 
move south from Abyssinia, The 
swift-footedness of the antelope 
gave it no protection from this in¬ 
visible archer. Three out of five 
species died. The plague was not 
stopped, as it was hoped it would 
be, by the broad waters of the 
Zambesi. ' In one region of south¬ 
ern Africa wealthy herdsmen had 
in their possession one million 
head of cattle. When the plague 
had swept past, 800,000 of these lay 
dead in the pastures. „ 

No such continental catastrophy 
has visited this good land of ours. 
The cattle upon New England’s 
thousand hills, and let us remem¬ 
ber they are God’s Cattle, have crop¬ 
ped the green slopes, drank from 
tbe pure streams and in the noon¬ 
tide heat peacefully chewed the 
cud in the leafy shadows. And 
still the cry of hard times is with 
us. Well, let us learn to thank 
God for hard times, if they are in¬ 
deed hard. If he always sent us 
easy times it would be an awful 
doom. It is one of the most easily 
demonstrated laws of social science 
that where struggle ceases degener¬ 
ation at once begins. Our land is a 
good land because it treats us as a 
wise mother does her children. It 
has none of the sentimentality that 
feeds the lazy and clothes the shift¬ 
less. It gives us tp understand 
that God helps them that helps 
themselves. It is stated upon good 
authority that there is less starva¬ 
tion in the United States, to-day, 
with its seventy millions popula¬ 
tion, than there was when the Pil¬ 
grim. Fathers landed, when the in¬ 
habitants, all told, were less than 
a million. 

But I have, perhaps, dwelt too 
long already upon the material 
goodness of our homeland. A good 
land to be good in any satisfying 
sense must be somewhat different 
from the island 

“Where every prospect pleases 
And only man is vile.” 

Of course it cannot be claim¬ 
ed that the kingdom of ideal 
humanity is fully come beneath 
our flag, but it is surely coming in 
America, coming as rapidly as 
in any part of the world. James 
Bryce tells us that one great charnd 
of life in America—one great fact 
which makes it a good land—is 
social equality. He also says that 
those who have the European way 
of looking at things will smile at 
the term social equality as sugges¬ 
tive of bad manners. “The exact 
contrary,” he affirms, “is the truth. 
Equality Improves manners for it 
strengthens the basis of all good 
manners, respect for other men 
and women, simply as men and 
women, irrespective of their station 
in life.” If I were asked to state 
in a single sentence tbe highest 
claim which our country can make 
to being a good land, I should an¬ 
swer without hesitation, it* is a 
good land because it is a land of 
Christian homes. No higher word 
of praise can be spoken of any land, 
for the Christian home is the near¬ 
est like heaven ‘ of any place on 
earth; it is a place lighted up by 
the presence of His spirit who has 
said, “Behold I am alive forever- 
more.” Our land, then, is good be¬ 
cause it is a fertile land, because it 
is a land where the principle of 
equality is working like heaven to 
put good-mannered people in place 
of ill-mannered people, and lastly, 
it is a good land because it is a 
Christian land and, therefore, des¬ 
tined in the strength of Christ to 
eradicate the national evils whose 
hanef ul presence no intelligent pa - 
triot would for a moment deny. 

And, now, let me place before 
you the second great truth upon 
which our national gratitude must 
rest and let me do it briefly. We 
have a good land. 

AMD IT IS GOD’S GIFT. 

In the historical hooks of the Old 
Testament, Jewish history is writ¬ 
ten from the Providential point of 
view. The day is coming when no 
man will think of writing history 
or understanding history, save 
from this point of view. The time 
has already gone by when the ser¬ 
vile scribes filled large volumes 
with accounts of kings and queens 
whose most marked characteristic 
was their lack of what is finest and 
best in manliness and womanli¬ 
ness. The new school of historians 
who are writing history to-day 
write not as rdyal courtiers hut as 
servants of the people. They hold 
the socialistic point of view using 
Socialistic in its best sense. 

One more advance is to be made. 
The school of future historians will 
Write as the servants of God. Then 
our national history, which we are 
sometimes foolish enough to call 
profane, will be seen to be sacred 
history. Historians are sometimes 
profane, it is true, but history it¬ 
self-—never. God’s hand is in it. 
With His blessing goes national 
prosperity. When He reaches forth 
His mighty arm in j udgment, who 
shall resist his will? “He pulleth 
down one and setteth up another;” 
but- by no mere caprice of will.

STREETS OF THE TOWN. 

Making Them Beautiful I* the Best Kind 

of an Advertisement. 

We are apt to take a too utilitarian 
view of our streets. We know they are 
for vehicles and pedestrians to pass from 
point to point. We know they are grave¬ 
yards for onr gas, sewer, water and 
electric wire pipes. We know they 
ought to be well paved and kept clean, 
and, all in all, we know streets are es 
sential to onr interests and onr com¬ 
forts. But streets have a better side. 
They should be ornamental as far aB 
possible. 

The wide awake business man is‘al¬ 
ways apt to “put his best foot fore¬ 
most” and make his business appliances 
most - attractive to his customers. A 
wideawake city must do the same— 
both must advertise. Every town wel¬ 
comes desirable population. Every city 
pays homage to the visitor. Ordinarily 
streets are planned and paved solely foi 
commercial or residential purposes. We 
ore contented to be jolted over rough 
cobblestones or’ dragged through the 
mire, so we “get there,” but this is not 
wise. Common business judgment com¬ 
mands us to beautify and attract, and 
while it may be uncharitable to “judge 
a man by his clothes,” yet we generally 
do so. 

Now, it may be all very well to have 
superb parks and fancy boulevards, but 
ten to one the ordinary visitor will be 
disgusted by rough, ugly streets before 
he reaches them. Beautify every street 
as far as possible consistent with street 
purposes. The ordinary, everyday vis¬ 
itor strolls or rides through the streets 
in a leisurely, observant way, and his 
first impressions generally form his 
judgment. No broader scheme for 
municipal statesmanship or citizenship 
lies than in improving and beautifying 
our town highways. 

Polish Up the Town, 

Clear up the streets, clear up and 
clean the yards, prune the trees and 
suoh shrubbery'as needs it, give a neat. 
Wholesome appearance to the town, as j 
there will be a great many strangers 
and visitors in town this season; so let 
the impression be favorable. Visitors 
are observers. They see neglect quickly, 
but if there are no strangers to criticise 
there is hardly a resident or a lot own¬ 
er who enjoys" looking on a neglected 
homestead, an unsightly and uninviting 
place. It costs nothing to keep tidy, so 
then brush up. 

Municipal Government. 

The v best means of securing better 
municipal government is not a question 
for the east or for the west, or for the 
people resident exclusively of cities and 
towns. It is a question whose solution 
affects, the interests of all the people. A 
study of population shows that the pro¬ 
portion which the town and city hear 
to the country is three to one against 
the country, and hence it is safe to con¬ 
clude that city life in its political,. So¬ 
cial and physical aspect determines to a 
very great extent the national life.—... 
Arena. I
